might be made to read, wealth imposes ob- 
ligation. Nowadays every rich man recog- 
nizes the f*fct by sharing a part of his 
wealth with others less fortunate than him- 
self, even though he may stoutly deny that 
any obligation to do 4o rests upon him. 


Witness the benefactions of the mil- 


lionaires. The World Almanac prints a list 
of them, for the year 1912, that fills six 
pages of small type, and the total exceeds 
three hundred million dollars. 
And this 


does not include donations of less than 
jMOrOQO. Lavish benefactions are so com- 
mon that unless 4 man's gift to charity or 
education amounts to as much as a million 
dollars the n*w$p*pers dismiss it with a 
two or three-Kfl* notice in an obscure 
corner, 


No matter bow a great fortune may be 


whether fey inheritance, invest- 


ment, spvxutatton, merchandising, or in the 
juactire of t profession, its n.ere possession 
to fosei oit the owner a moral obligation 
fe make some return to society. It is in 
part'an acknowledgment of the protection 
of law tttitti i*»«rt» wealth is accumulated 
and held, and In part a recognition of the 
duty of the fortunate to help the unfor- 
tunate. 


Most of the people, no doubt, who 


give money to "worthy causes" do not 
analyze it in ]vtf this way. they feel a 
generous impulse when called upon for aid, 
and they obe> it. But whether generosity 
or a sense of duty is the motive, the effect 
is the same, it accomplishes untold good, 
not onl\ to the recipients of the gift but 
to the giver as well. 
A man cannot give 


of his means to help the poor and afflicted, 
or to aid the cause of education and eniight*. 
eh men t in any form, without therein being 
made better and nobler. The Socialists may 
call it "restitution" and sneer at it as an 
attempt to buy one's wa> into Heaven, but 
questioning trie motive do*:, not affect the 
worthiness of the act itself.

forced sanitary laws, etc." in short, every- 
thing that makes for. cleanliness, 


Colorado Springs is probably cleaner 


than most cities 
as clean as the average 


at least. 
But it ought to be placed far in 


the lead of all rivals in every point affect- 
ing sanitation. We have adhered to an old- 
fashioned and inadequate method of gar- 
bage disposal partly because it is cheap and 
partly because public sentiment has never 
demanded anything better. 
But with the 


experience of other progressive cities to 
show that scientific garbage burning plants 
Can be operated at almost no cost, or per- 
haps at a profit, there is no reason whatever 
for not mafcing the change,

Story of Conversion of Barren 
Waste Into Fertile Fruit 
Reads Tjke Magic. 


From the New York Sun 


K great fniit belt of the world ha^ heVn 
slipping to the west for sext-ral years. 
This is particularly true of the apple 
crop. Today King -Appl^ is securely 
intrenched west of the Mississippi 
river. 


The change is due not alone tg» the wonderful 


growth of orchards in the last 20 years, hut also to 
the. fact that western orehardists have been quick 
to adopt the latest ideas in. handling and marketing 
fruit, In fact, the mere raising of fruit is of minor 
importance in the eyes of the modern ^orchardi&t. 
The questions of picking, packing, cooling and mar 
ketin'g' are factors that count most. 
•' /;,A majority of the failures in the fruit business 
are due to neglect of these points, and it will be 
found that the fruit kings of the west have suc- 
ceeded as much from their shrewdness as businesh 
men as- their ability as apple raisers. 


The year 1912 was marked by a serious shortage 


in-the apple crop of Europe, 
(liniatic conditions, 


were bad in this country, but so many young and 
vigorous,orchards, were just coming into bearing in 
the west thai the crop was nearly normal, The total 
apple crop of the United States iv estimated at 39,- 
000,000 barrels, against 36,665,000 in 1911. Accord- 
ing to the census of 1910 there were 07,792,000 bear- 
ing apple trees in American orchards. 


One of the chief reasons why fruit raising in ir- 


.rigated regions has proved V> successful is the fact 
that the lack of rainfall makes the destruction of in- 


the western orchardist '«s regular tasks. On pome ot 
the big ranches of the wpst ]f i« no uncommon tiling 
to FOP a dozen .--praying wagons lined up in the 
orchard fighting insects thnt threaten to destrox the 
crop. Spraying where there i< little rainfall is fur 
more effective than in «• region where a shower i* 
apt to undo all the orchardist 's-work in a-few hour--. 
Pruning is another matter that i< never neglected on 
the up-to-date orchard. 


ROMANCES OP THE ORCHARDS 


The story of some of the early western orchard* 


reads like a romance. Ati excellent example if found 
in the celebrated Ashenfelder orchard of several 
hundred acres near Mont rose. Colo. 


Twenty years ago the mesa on which this 


orchard stands was barren. srt\p for sagebrush. No 
body had any idea that fnjit vould be raiNod in the 
Vncompahgre valley. The land was not oven taken 
up for settlement 
until John Ashenfelder, who 


operated a mule pack train to the mining camp of 
Ouray, in the San Juan mountains, selected the mesa 
as a place to gra^e his wornout stock. 


Out of curiosity, Mr. Ashenfelder planted a few 


apple trees. The result* astonished him, and thp 
mule pasture speedily developed into one of the 
largest and finest orchards in the west. 


The government has spont million1* of dollars 


turning the waters of the Ounnison river through n 
tunnel into the 1'noompahgro valley to water fruit 
lands adjoining the Ashenfelder orchard, and the 
land which was thought *» be worthiest .for any- 
thing but grazing has soared to phenomenal values.

Palisade and other western slope 
fruit centers of Colorado in order that fruit max IIP 
gathered in tinip, In Canon City, where thp Colo 
rado >faU- penitential") is located, the warden has 
c\ en turned his "trusties" into npighborifig orchards 
when a heavy frost impended in order to expedite 
the work of .saving the fruit. 


A call to the orchards- in the spring is <-ent out 


b\ the PXPI- vigilant weather bureau when frost im- 
pends. Husiiiess men close their stores aud children 
flock from the .schools to help. The entire valley is 
alight h\ nightfall and is a sight never to be for- 
gotten. 


ft is the general opinion of fniit raisers in the 


wr'st that orchard heating has passed th*1 experi- 
mental stage and lias proved its value past all doubt. 
The temperature in an orchard can be raised si-v 
cral degrees, according to the number of heaters us.vl.

The 
I'mted States government is now engaged in an ex- 
Jiaiif-tive investigation of (he bppt methods of 
handling fruits- from tree to market. 


Prompt and efficient prenooling i« recognized] 


as one of the best methods,of s-fvuring a minimum of 
decay nnd deterioration. 
Prcroolmg plants hav« 


been erected at great expense by shipping associa- 
tions and by railroads. Through a vacuum process 
the natural heat, of the freshly picked fruit is re- 
moved, bringing thp fruit from core to surface to 
the exact temperature of the refrigerator car. 


Most of the fruit raisers belong to local associa-

Not until recently have her most intimate friend* 


knofc!* that the beautiful Mme. Lieulafoy-ha<l offi- 
cial right from the French republic to forsake the 
latest Worth creations, so dear to almost every 
feminine heart, for the handiwork of the Bond street 
tailor. 
IN HOKOR AND A PRIVILEGE 


It was Mme. Dielafoy who discox-ered the ruiOT 


of the temple of Darius, which are now in the Louvre 
in Paris. 


This achievement, which i* still regarded by 


archeologists the world over as one of the greatest 
and most important discoveries for many years, 
placed her at once in the 
foremost 
group of 


archeologists. 


The French government, desiring to honor their 


brilliant countrywoman, decorated her with the cross 
of the Legion of Honor.

"It is time," she said in substance, "for women 


to take an active interest in the aimy. We are not 
going to carry rifles or knapsacks, dig trenches, or 
stand in the front line of fire, but where we can 
help the army we will.'* 


She wild the same fl few weeks ago, as she made 


her way through thp severe corridors of the min- 
istry of war into the very offices of M. Eteinn*1, the 
minister. She looked like a young officer, indeed, 
dres-ed as she was in man's clothes; and a few of 
the attendant* suspected 
that it was ^Madame 


Dieulafoy. 


M. Ktienne received her very kindly, listened to 


her proposal, and then and there referred the mat 
ter to a special committee of technical experts, with 
a recommendation that they should instantly study 
the matter and report upon it without delay. 


In the course of her lecture. Madame Dieulafoy 


repeated her arguments. She said that the Admin- 
istrations of the x-ariou< ministers, excluding thos^ 
of the navy and war,departments, employed 150,000 
women.

Story of Conversion of 
Waste Into Fertile Fruit B«/e 
Reads T-ike Magic.

From the New York Sun. 


E great fruit belt of the world has been 
slipping to the west for several years. 
This U particularly true of the apple 
crop. Today King Apple is securely 
intrenched west of the Mississippi 
river. 


The 'change is due not alone to the wonderful 


giowth of orchard* in the last 20 years, but also to 
the fact that western orchardists have been quick 
to adopt the latest ideas in handling and marketing 
fruit. In fact, the mere raising of fruit is of minor 
importance in the eyes of the modern orchardist. 
The questions of picking, packing, cooTmg and mar- 
keting are factors that couiit moat. 


A majority of the faihtfes in the fruit business 


are due to neglect of those -points, a»»d it will be 
found that the fmit kings of the west have suc- 
ceeded as much from their shrewdness as business 
men as their ability as apple raisers. 


The year 1912 wa§ marked bv a serious shortage 


in the apple crop of Europe. 
Climatic conditions 


•were bad in this country, but so many young and 
•rigorous orchards were just coniinfr into bearing *n 
the west that th« crop was nearly normal. The total 
apple crop of the United Strtes i» estimated at 39,- 
000,000 barrels, against 36,665,000 in 1911. Accord- 
ing to the census of 1910 there were 67,792,000 bear- 
ing: apple trees in American orchards. 


One of the chief rflrso«.g why fruit raising in ir- 


rigated legions h~s proved Ira successful is the fact 
* * _ . » * 
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the western orchardist's regular taskp. On some of 
of picker* and packers are employed in harvest time. 


the big ranches of the west it is no uncommon thing 
Countless boxes of apples are shipped from the 
much, bolides poaches, pears and apricots, and the 
land winch was used as a mule pasture has become 
to see a dozen spraying wagons lined up in the 
orphard fighting insects that threaten to destroy the 
crop. Spraying where there is little rainfall is far 
more effective than in a region where a shower is 
apt to undo all the orchardist 's work in a few hours. 
Pruning is another matter that is never neglected on

ROMANCES 
tHE ORCHARD3. 


The story of some of the early western orchards 


reads like a'romance. An excellent example-is found 
in the celebrated Ashenfelder orchard of several 
hundred acres near Montrose, Colo.

The land was not even taken 
up for settlement until John Ashenfelder, who 
operated a mule pack train to the mining camp of 
Ouray, in the San Juan mountains, selected the mo*a 
as a place to graze his wornout stock. 


Out of curiosity, Mr. Ashenfelder planted a few 


apple trets. The »e<*ultR astonished him, and the 
mule pasture speedily developed into one of the 
lai&ost and finest orchards in the west. 


The government has spent millions of dollars 


turning the waters of the Gunnison river through a 
tunnel into the Uncompahgre valley to water 'fruit 
lands adjoining the Ashenfelder orchard, and the 
land which was thought to be worthless for any- 
thing but {O«ing has soaiod to phenomenal values.

HARVEST HBT,P PROBLEM. 


The problem of- getting harvest help in the 


fruit regions is a serious one. Frosts generally come 
early and there must be no delay in getting the fruit 
in storage. It is by no means uncommon for schools 
to be dismissed and church congregations excused in 
Orand Junction. Palisade and other western slope 
fruit renters of Colorado in order that fruit may be 
gathered in time. In Canon City, where the Colo 
rado state penitentiary is located, the warden hns 
even turned his "trusties" into neighboring orchards 
when a heavy frost impended in order to expedite 
the work of saving the fruit. 


A call to the orchards in the spring is «ent out 


by the ever-vigilant weather bureau when fvo^t im- 
pends. Business men close their stores and children 
flock from the schools to help. The entire valley is 
alight by nightfall and is a sight never to be for- 
gotten. 


It is the general opinion of fruit raisers in the 


west that orchard heating has passed the experi- 
mental stage and has proved its value past all doubt.

Nothing could be any daintier for a girl's dressing table then 


the conventional rose scarf, given to-day. 
It can either be em- 


broidered with filo silk or mercerized cottons. 
If the silk i* used, 


a double thread is taken when embroidering, 
if cotton it pre- 


ferred, use the six-strand cotton, taking three threads for Che work. 
Embroider the roses in flat satin stitch. 
Before working the satin 


stitch, take a running stitch along the entire edge and then cover 
it with the satin stitch. 
Use three shades 'of pink for the rose, a 


very dark shade for the center, lighter pink for the four petals 
surrounding the center and the lightest, shade for the two petal* 
at the outer'edge. 


Two shades of green should be used for the leaves, using one 


shade for an entire leaf, but work some of the leave* in a light 
shade of green and others in a darker shade, so as to produce a 
light and dark effect. 
To embroider, work one side of the loaf, 


starting at the point, working from the edge to the center vein, then 
embroider the other half ffi the same way. 


The straight conventional stems are double outlined in brown 


floM, and the edge should be buttonholed with white mercerized 
floss. 


As the flat satin stitch is not padded, the work is rapidly ac- 


complished, and the entire effect will be very attractive. 


By using this same motif a lingerie pillow, pin cushion and 


curtain* can be made to match the dressing table scarf

To get to the home of Rosa O'Neill you leave 


the train at Branson, on AVhite river, the country 
made famous by Harold Bell Wright in "The Shep 
herd of,the Hills." There you hire a team and a 
driver* don't forget the driver—because no one but 
an Ozafk nathe can steer a buggy safoU over an 
Q^ark road. You ferry over the mouth of Roark, 
with old "Dewey Bald" bearing off to the sou', sou' 
west, and for 12 miles the road leads through the 
heart of the ancient wood, up one hill, down another, 
crossing Bw creek twice and winding down a rocky 
hill&ide to where the clear waters of Bull creek rip- 
ple over a gravelly shoal. In the middle of the ford 
the horses stop, belly-deep in the water* to drink. A 
school of minnows plays through the spokes of the 
wagon wheels. In the still water above a big jack 
salmon darts out from under a sunken log and stops 
wVere a sunbeam lights a patch of yellow gravel.

brooks and gate, is a blue grass lawn mowed as 
smooth as a velvet rug, «nd rose bushes among the 
big oak and walnut trees, hammocks slun^ about 
and graveled walks. But on each side is the 
primeval forest and wilderness, and the rolling hills 
stretching away for miles. This big house and tri- 
angle of a lawn, fit for the heart of a big city, is set 
do\\n in the heart of as wild a spot as there is in 
this country. 


Jt is a quaint, rambling house, with bay win- 


dows everywhere and queer gable roofs, dormer 
windows, verandas, skylights and porches. The big 
trees brash it with their limbs ajid it is embowered - 
in-honeysuckles. Wild birds build their nests all 
Ground it, a red bird is nesting in the vines on the 
front porch. A mountain brook, its water clear as 
crystal, and cool even on the hottest day, gurgles 
past within 10 feet uf the length of the house. 


Rose (jVeill, with her mother, are on the front 


porch, just finishing breakf^t in the shade and 
seent of-the vines and roses, with bees humming all 
around find alighting on the sugar bowl. 


The first thing every visitor wants to know is 


how that house, so like an old English manor house, 
came to be planted down in this wilderness, nnd 
here is the story. 


Twenty years ago, Mr. and Mrs, O'Neill, living 


- in Wilkes-Barre, Pa.» wished to get away from the 


world, to bury themselves from society, get so far 
away, and in such an inaccessible spot, that no one 
who knew them then would ev<r care to seek them 
out. They had heard of the wilderness and primitive 
people of the Ozarks and Mr. O'Neill came to Spring- 
field, Mo., and plunged into the wilderness and 
found this beauty spot among the hills. It was then 
40 mile's from a railroad, telegraph or telephone. 
The frame for his hou«e- waa hewed out of the big 
Oak trees on the hillsides, the pine lumber and win- 
dow glass and furniture for the house was hauled 
40 miles, and he built a house there, but not the 
house aft it is now. It has been added to as the years 
went by. 


"We are all brooWoverV' says Rose O'Neill, 


"and as the children grew up «aoh 6f ua wanted a 
room with a bay window overlooking the brook, and 
I built the first one; then my sister, TUta,lmilt one, 
and my sijster, I.oe, built another, and tften I add<*d 
a story above with a gabte end and a little veranda 
pwionj? the ireetop* overlooking the brook, and that 
is how the house name to have so iriany bay windows 
and gables and so quaint a look." 


NEVER AN ART L*S80N. 


And here is Rose O'Neill's o**i story of how 


she "arrived," of how an Ozark mountain girl who 
never saw tbn inside of an art school and^never took 
a l«w>n in art iu her life, has heroine one of the 
test illustrators and originators of quaint fancier in 
art in this country. 


"I was an artist fitw the cradle," she says. 


"From the time I was old enough to manage a pencil 
I tried to write and draw, I was just a child when 
we came to this wilderness and I grew up amid the 
beauty of tho*o hills and trees, wild flowers and 
brook^. When I waa 14-1 had a story or two and ft 
picture or two published. But I was not a MICOOSR. 
When J wa^ 19 I wiote a novel, Tajislii,' nbout a 
mm and a convent, and I made 63 pictures to illus- 
trate it, and I tied the whole batch up with other 
pictures f*-had drawn and started alotw* for Xew 
York. I rode on horseback 40 miles to Springfield 
and went from there by train to Xew York. J called 
first on dear old Mr. Aldeu of Harper*- and he 
kindly looked over my bundle of things and said: 


"W*n- TiTJ. YOU GROW u*." 


" '"Wait, im dear little girl, until you grow up 


before you tr\ to write, but keep on diawing, >ou 
have a genius for that.' 


"Well, the upshot of it wa«i. I sold all my pic- 


tures for $5 and $10 apiew, and I staved iti Xew 
York'a year and made funny picture* for Life and 
Truth and other periodicals 
Since then T have 


<;penf about one half of m\ time here and the other 
half in Xow York and abroad. Hut I ha\e done my 
hoM uork in tins old house in the hills. 


"I ha\o written here niyJwst no\<>K 'The Lo\e 


of Kdw>.' written with the Wood of m\ \outh, and 
'The Lady in the White Veil,' written \titli the 
lauirhtor of my maturity. "1 am now finUhinq' an 
other book that I have been writing for M\ \e.ir-, 
and I am into\icated with it. 
I illustrate m\ o\\ n 


hook-, .md I am the only \\nter who doe> that, or 
i>\ «r did do it. I am in love wit-h, \\ords. and the 
luii - of m\ pi< tares pace in harmoin with thorn hkr 
t«o h i » i s ( s hnrnensed together."

HOW "KEWHE" WAS BORN 


She tells, in. this way, how the Kowpie was 


bora: 


"When I was illustrating love stories far the 


Ladies' Home Journal I ahva\s began and ended 
them with head and tail pieces of fat, naked liUle 
I'upids doing things appropriate to the story. 
On, 


each of these {'upids I put a peculiar topknot like 
a turnip point, a conceit of my o\\n, and Mr. Bok, 
editor of that magazine, cut out sumo of them and 
sent them to me with ihe request: Tun't you make- 
up a series of these and we wilt mako \erses to*i?o 
with them?' 1 wrote back that 4 would make the 
pictures and the verses, too, and 1 did thut, n.iming 
m\ cieation 'Kowpie,' which is baby talk for Cupid. 
Sly Kewpies appeared three times in the Journal 
and then 1 moved to the Companion and ha\e boon 
with them four years, i aim to have the Ke\\pios 
benevolent and philanthropic, for, of couit-e, }ou 
can't be kind without being funny." 


The Kewpies have gone o\er all the world -'ind 


are almost as well known in Australia. South Africa 
and England as in America. 
Kecwitly they hu\e 


become famous in France. Kach mftil brings Ko-e 
O'Neill stacks of letters from children and mothers 
from all corners of tho world, from Xew Zealand to 
Timbuctoo. In many places there are Kowpie clubs 


Many of the children and mothers who wrot? to 


Rose O'Neill asked for a Kewpie doll and this <nive 
her an idea. She modeled a Kewpie doll iu clay and 
took it to Georgp Borgfeldt, tho largest importer of 
dnlls in this country. He sent her to tho community 
of doll makers in the Thuringian forest in Germany, 
and she went in a motor car from factory to factory 
with tJorgfoldt's agent, showing the doll designer 
in each place how to make a model like hers. Knoli 
modeler wanted to make her doll wjth too serious a 
face. Bui she told them : 


"This Kelpie doll i» to carry a smile to the 


world and must be sweet and funny."

They were to be made in different pizw, the 


smallest to sell for to cents and the largest for $5. 
The modelers insisted on slightiny the -cheapest one, 
hut she told them il must be the best and ohw riost 
of all becauso it was to go to poor children who 
needed a smile.
